the builder-contractor was the "king of 



the job," but today scholarly intelligence 
is reigning supreme. With the advantages 
of education and intellect, the architect 
has seen the possibilities of the situation, 
till he now controls the entire proposition, 
from the laying of the foundation to the 
selection of the furniture and the fixtures. . 
He is not always an artist, however, and 
he needs the collaboration of the trained 



decorator, the colorist and the sculptor. 
If such a change can take place in 
architecture, why cannot a corresponding 
advance take place in decoration? Let 
us do away with the decorator, and put 
him in his relatively right place, that of 
cabinet-maker, upholsterer, house painter, 
and vendor of popular art. Then, and 
then only, will arise a new profession, 
that of the Decorative Architect.
